QUEER PREAKS OF NATURE THAT 


ABOUND IN NEBRASKA.

Nobody knon'H with certainty what 


Hie so cnlloil "devil's corkaermvs" ronl- 
ly nro. Tlicy nro found by fens of t.hou- 
snrulH In Ncbrnskn, most particularly 
In Sioux county, find somo of tliom nre 
us ninoh ns forty foot tn lioiglif, without 
counting tho gigantic "roots" presently 
to bo described. • Quarts? Is the sub- 
Blnncf! of which they nre nmdo, but 
bow they cnrno to bo Imbedded, num- 
bers of Ihcm togothor, In tbo snndstonc 
cliffs of thnt region In more than iiny- 
l)ody cnn toll, unl<«s, porhnps, ono the- 
ory, to b<? mentioned later, is to be ac- 
cepted ns correct. 


You nro traveling, let us say, on 


horseback through thnt pnrt of the 
country, nnd, an often hapucns, you 
nee, Htaiidlng out from the fncc of a 
sandstone cliff, n gigantic spiral. If, as 
geologists hnvc jirovcd, the sandstone 
rock lie chipped nwny a corkscrew 
Hhapwl tiling of fUKirtr, Is exposed to 
view, fashioned no mathematically aa 
to he o.'islly mistaken at Hrst glance 
for n work of art. 
The white spiral 


may lie free, .-is a sculptor would say, 
or, In other cases, rn.'iy be twined about 
n sort of nxis, ns a vine would run 
around a vertical pole. 


Homebody nwhlle ago gave to these 


dplnils (ho inline "devil's corkscrews" 
for want of n. better and as expressive 
of the mystery of their origin. 
Helen- 


tints discussed them In vain, arid .many 
theories worn formed In regard to them. 
Tlit!!1!! were authorities who declared 
they were fossil burrows excavated In 
tertiary times by gophers of a huge 
nnd extinct species. 
And, to confirm 


this notion, the bones of some burrow- 
ing nnlmiil wero actunlly found Imbed- 
ded In the substance of one of tho 
"screws." 
This seemed to settle tho 


mutter for awhile, until tho controversy 
was started again by the discovery ot 
the osseous remains, under like condi- 
tions, of n miniII door. Nobody couid 
assort that n doer wns ever a burrow- 
Ing animal, and so that notion had to 
be abandoned. 


Other theorists declared that, the "fos- 


sil twisters," DH some folku called thorn 
represented the prehistoric borings of 
gigantic worms (hat lived In the very 
long ago. Yet other.-) suggested tlw> 
they wore petrified vlnoH, though It was 
dKHciilt to explain how or why the 
"polos" on which the alleged 
vines 


scorned in many cases to have been 
trained had been so admirably pre- 
served, or, for that matter, originally 
erected. 


In the midst of so many contradictory 


theories the problem seemed likely to 
defy solution Indefinitely.- -T?ie-bno that 
held out longest nnd gained most ad- 
herents was that of the oxtlnet gophers. 
It accounted for the "root"—a shape- 
less appendage often nearly as big as 
the "twister" Itself and attached to the 
lower end of the latter—which obvious- 
ly, as It seemed, had been the .nest of 
tho rodent animal, the "corkscrew" rep- 
resenting the spiral hole by which It 
made Its way In the surface of the 
ground. What could possibly be more 
easy (o comprehend? 


Professor R. If. Harbour, however, 


has declared—and Ills decision Is ac- 
cepted provisionally until Homebody 
offers a belter—that the corkscrews *re 
of vegetable- origin. They are, ho as- 
«orts, (he fossil remains of ancient 
water weeds of gigantic size, which 
grow millions of years ago ou the bot- 
tom of a vast sheet of water (hut cov- 
ered all of Nebraska. Thoso must hove 
been the biggest aquatic plants that 
ever existed, nnd when the huge hike 
that overflowed the region In i|tii'Htlou 
drlod up the remains of many of tho 
plnnlH wore k'l't. behind burled in the 
Accumulated detritus ut Uio lioWoin. 


In tho course of tlmo»-ngoH after the 


bottom of (he ancient lake had been 
converted Into solid rock -rivers plow- 
ed their way through the hind, cutting 
this way ami that and cxponlng to the 
view of tho modern traveler on tho 
faces of tho clItYK tliu fossil casts of the 
prehistoric water wcwls Just as Uu-y 
Htootl when they grow hundreds of 
thousands and 
probably millions of 


yours ago. Their tissues wort) replaced 
IIH they decayed by silica from tho wa- 
ter, particle by pnrtlcle, and thus, us If 
by miiglcul moans, their llkcncssi* 
havo been prcst-rvoU for tho womler 
nnd admiration of the present tuirvlr- 
ors on tho earth. 


Such Is tho theory now pretty well 


accepted by >u'lt>ntlst« In regard to th« 
origin of tlu» "fossil corkscrews." I'o§- 
Bllvly it is not correct, but If othorwU* 
then* Is room for th*.» exorcise of any- 
body's Imagination lit tho conHlilerutioa 
of this writable romance of tho uu- 
clont history of the world.—New York

and fourteen injured, eight of them 
serioualy. 


The bodies of the men killed will bo 


buried in the naval cemetery hero to- 
morrow. 


Washington, April 14.—Two years 


ago to a day later than the fatal 
Missouri disaster, as every sailor im- 
mediately recalled, oil a. Friday and 
the thirteenth of the month, six men 
were done to death in the forward 
turret of the the battleship Kearsarge 
by one of those accidents which ac- 
quire additional terror for sailors be- 
cause of their obscure origin and al- 
most impossibility of prevention. 


The Atlantic fleet had been 
for 


weeks engaged in most severe drills 
in the waters of tho Caribbean Sea, 
culminating in. the quarterly target 
practice. This practice 
was .just 
about concluding 
with most satis- 


factory results, up to yesterday, and 
it was confidently expected at the de- 
partment upon the basis of prelimin- 
ary reports received, that all records 
would be broken in. .the matter of 


• rapidity^oi fire and 
efficiency of the 
gunuors. But today, juat at the close 
of the week's work at the department, 
came a cablegram from Rear-Admiral 
Evans, 
commanding 
the Atlantic 


fleet, telling of a dreadful accident on 
one of his best ships, the Kearsarge. 
The news came from Caimanera. a 
little cable station at the mouth of 
Guautanamo Bay, indicating that the 
Kearsarge itself had 
arrivod at the 


place. A slight telegraphic error, re- 
quiring the consumption of-some time 
to effect the ducipering of the message 
added to the auxiety of tho officials 
as soon as they had made out the fact 
that a serious accident hud occurred. 
When the message was finally reduced 
to form, it read as follows:

toppled over and fell in like so many 
houses of cards, crushing the sleeping 
victims within. 


The Examiner 
building has been 


badly wrecked, portions of it having 
succumbed to the shock and tottered 
to the ground. 


The Call building suffered un even 


worse fate, and is almost a complete 
wreck.

bers of them together, In the sandstone 
cliffs of that rcgir,u is more than any- 
body can te||, unless, perhaps, one the- 
ory, to !,<• mentioned later, is to be ac- 
cepted as correct. 


Von are traveling, let us say, on 


horseback through that part of the 
country, and, as often happens, you 
.tee, standing out. from the face of a 
sandstone cliff, a gigantic spiral. If, as 
geologists have proved, the sandstone 
rock he chipped away a corkscrew 
shaped thing of quartz Is exposed to 
view, fashioned ho mathematically as 
to be easily mistaken at first glance 
for a work of nrt. 
Tho white spiral 


may be free, as a sculptor would say, 
or, In other cases, may be twined about 
a sort of axis, as a vine would nm 
around a vertical pole. 


Somebody awhile ago gave to those 


spirals the name "devil's corkscrews" 
for want of a better and as expressive 
of the ni.vsl-.r.v of their origin. Scien- 
tists discussed them in vain, and .many 
theories were formed In regard to them. 
There were authorities who declared 
they were fossil burrows excavated In 
tertiary limes by gophers of a huge 
and extinct, species. 
And, to confirm 


this notion, the bones of some burrow- 
Ing a n i m a l were actually found Imbed- 
ded in the substance of one of the 
"screws." 
This seemed to settle Iho 


matter for awhile, u n t i l the controversy 
was started again by the discovery ot 
the osseous remains, under like condi- 
tions, of a small deer. 
Nobody couid 


assert ( h a t a deer was ever u burrow- 
Ing animal, and so that notion had tc 
be abandoned. 


Other theorists declared that, the "fos- 


sil twisters," as some foll-n called them 
represented the prehistoric boring* of 
gigantic worms t h a t lived In the very 
long ago. Vet others suggested fha» 
they were petrified vine;,, though It was 
dilHcult to explain how or why the 
"poll's" on which tho alleged 
vinos 


seemed In many cases to have been 
trained had been so admirably pre- 
ncrvod, or, for that matter, originally 
erected. 


In the midst of KO many contradictory 


theories the problem seemed likely to 
defy solution Indefinitely. -Tftfono that 
hold out longest and gained most ad- 
herents was that of the extinct gophers. 
It accounted for the "root"—a shape- 
loss appendage often nearly as big as 
the. "twister" Itself and attached to the 
lower end of the latter—which obvious- 
ly, as It seemed, had been the nest of 
(lie rodent animal, the "corkscrew" rep- 
roHenting the spiral hole by which It 
made Us way to the surface of the 
ground.

stood when they grew hundreds o'f

Washington, April 14.— Two years 


ago to a day later than

Missouri disaster, as every sailor im- 
mediately recalled, on a Friday and 
the thirteenth of the month, six men 
were done to death in the forward 
turret of the the battleship Kearsarge 
by one of those accidents which air- 
quire additional terror for sailors be- 
cause of their obscure origin and al- 
most impossibility of prevention. 


The Atlantic, fleet had been

weeks engaged in most severe drills 
in the waters of tho Caribbean Sea, 
culminating in the quarterly target 
practice. This 
practice 
was just 


about concluding 
with most satis- 


factory results, up to yesterday, and 
it was confidently expected at the de- 
partment upon the basis of prelimin- 
ary reports received, that all records 
would be broken in the matter of 
rapidity ,01 fire and efficiency of the 
gunners 
But today, just at the close 


of the week's work at the department, 
came a cablegram from Rear-Admiral 
Evans, 
commanding 
the 
Atlantic 


fleet, telling of a dreadful accident on 
one of his best ships, the Kearsarge. 
The news came from 
Caimauera. a 


little cable station at the mouth of 
(Tiiantanamo Bay, indicating that the 
Kearsarge itself had 
arrived at tho 


place. 
A slight telegraphic error, re- 


quiring the consumption of some time 
to effect tho docipering of the message 
added to the anxiety of the 
officials 


as soon as they had made out the fact 
that a serious accident had occurred.
